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While  a  very  large  number  of  the  thousands  of  names  listed  were 
gathered  by  the  author  in  direct  search,  through  travel,  personal 
interviews  and  hundreds  of  letters  to  members  of  the  Clan,  the 
larger  portion  came  from  collections  of  data  made  by  various 
persons,  some  of  whom  spent  years  in  search. 

None  of  these  records  so  far  as  is  known  were  copyrighted. 

Most  of  these  collections  were  only  partially,  or  not  at  all,  con¬ 
secutively  listed  and  much  time  and  work  were  required  to  sort, 
arrange  and  list  in  chronological  order  and  to  number  and  index 
to  make  the  record  usable  by  anyone. 

The  compilation  is  completely  that  of  the  author. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  it  was  decided  that  this  book  would 
not  be  copyrighted. 

Anyone  is  welcome  to  use  the  material  listed. 

It  is  hoped  anyone  so  doing,  in  compiling  other  records,  will  give 
acknowledgement  to  this  source.

The  Author,  for  probably  fifty  years,  in  a  haphazardly  sort  of  way, 
has  collected  data  on  the  family,  but  never  tried  to  assemble  and 
list  in  a  usable  form  until  recently. 

A  few  years  ago  he  became  aware  that  there  was  a  great  amount  of 
data  on  record  in  Court  Houses,  Libraries,  Churches,  Genealog¬ 
ical  Societies  and  other  sources  and  many  private  collections,  more 
or  less  extensive. 

There  appeared  to  be  no  record  that  was  reasonably  extensive, 
accurately  listed  chronologically,  and  publicly  available  to  or 
usable  by  the  average  member  of  the  family,  who  might  be  in¬ 
terested  in  his  lineage. 

It  seemed  that  an  extensive  record  which  was  listed  in  a  simple, 
chronological  order,  that  anyone  could  understand  and  use,  would 
be  welcomed. 

With  this  in  mind  he  decided  to  try  and  compile  such  a  record. 
This  book  is  the  result. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  interesting  and  helpful  to  many  of  the 
Clan  who  are  interested  in  tracing  their  family  lines.  Experience 
indicates  that  almost  anyone  of  the  family  who  can  go  back  two  or 
three  generations  can  connect  to  some  branch. 

All  data  has  been  checked  as  far  as  practicable  and  this  record  has 
been  checked  and  rechecked. 

Many  discrepancies  have  been  found  in  the  records  used.  Where 
these  could  not  be  harmonized  in  the  case  of  dates,  etc.,  both  dates 
may  be  shown  or  a  mention  that  certain  data  is  not  proved  or  is  in 
question. 

Some  are  not  careful.  In  numerous  cases  where  different  members 
of  a  family  gave  information  they  did  not  agree.  Most  of  these 
could  be  verified.  But  some  discrepancies  were  found  in  old  family 
Bible  records.  Most  of  these  referred  to  dates  and  it  is  believed 
it  is  not  too  important  whether  the  dates  vary  slightly  as  to  birth, 
death,  etc.,  so  long  as  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  correct  family 
connection. 

In  addition,  there  will,  in  spite  of  all  the  proof  reading,  be  typo¬ 
graphical  and  such  errors.  Some  of  these  will  be  self-explanatory. 
The  others,  we  regret,  but  can  do  nothing  about  except  possibly 
for  a  time,  corrections  can  be  sent  periodically  for  those  volumes 
in  Genealogical  Libraries.

BIOGRAPHICAL 

The  Author  was  born  and  grew  up  on  a  farm  near  Manassas,  Prince  William 
County,  Virginia. 

This  farm  was  on  the  edge  of  the  battlefield  of  Manassas  (or  Bull  Run,  as 
it  is  sometimes  called)  where  two  of  the  Major  battles  of  the  Civil  War 
were  fought.  He  picked  up  on  the  fields  many  lead  bullets  and  a  few  unex¬ 
ploded  iron  cannon  shells  which  had  been  lying  in  the  ground  since  the  bat¬ 
tles  were  fought. 

Education,  with  a  limited  Engineering  Course,  came  the  hard  way. 

After  leaving  home,  his  first  job  was  as  quotation  man  with  a  Wholesale 
Plumbing  Supply  Company  in  Washington,  D.C.  Most  of  his  life  since  has 
been  spent  in  the  plumbing  materials  field;  the  last  twenty  nine  years  in 
the  manufacturing  branch  with  the  Eljer  Co.,  (then  Ford  City,  Pa.)  where 
he  for  years  was  Vice  President  and  Sales  Manager.  He  retired  in  1950. 

In  1919,  he  married  Catherine  Elizabeth  Rea  and  last  year  celebrated  the 
forty-first  anniversary  after  many  happy  years.  One  fine  son,  David  Rea, 
and  a  charming  daughter-in-law,  Lee,  and  two  lovely  little  grandchildren, 
Betsy,  9,  and  Katie,  6. 
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BIOGRAPHICAL  (cont’d) 

As  with  most  people,  there  were  at  times  business  and  other  problems  but 
they  passed  and  memory  of  them  faded  with  time.  Life  has  been  interesting, 
with  an  ample  measure  of  the  good  things  and  many  blessings. 

In  1952  the  author,  while  digging  in  a  garden  bed  at  his  home  in  Kittanning, 
Pa. , uncovered  what  appeared  to  be  a  chunk  of  iron,  but  on  examination  by 
a  mineralogist,  proved  to  be  a  meteorite.  It  is  of  more  or  less  triangular 
shape  and  appears  to  be  mostly  iron  and  nickle  and  weights  4-1/2  lbs. 

All  surfaces  are  rough  as  if  broken  on  all  sides  which  indicates  that  it  might 
have  been  a  part  of  a  larger  meteorite  which  may  have  exploded  high  up  and 
scattered  widely.  There  is  little  or  no  indication  of  fusing  on  the  surfaces, 
which  might  support  this  theory.  When  a  surface  is  polished,  crystalization 
appears  and  the  surface  is  brighter  than  if  it  were  only  iron. 
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SOURCES  OF  INFORMATION 


It  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  to  gather  all  the  information  and  compile  a 
record  of  this  kind  and  extent  without  the  help  and  cooperation  of  many  others 
and  the  use  of  data  that  they  had  gathered  through  years  of  work  and  search. 

Without  such  generous  assistance  the  results  of  this  effort  would  have  been  far 
short  of  what  they  are. 

Recognition  is  expressed  to  all  those  who  have  assisted  in  any  way. 

The  basis  for  all  of  the  early  records  on  the  family  is  provided  by  an  original 
and  extensive  search  of  old  Court  House  Records,  old  Church  records  and  other 
sources  by  Robert  Bayles.  (8H758),  Son  of  Wm.  Gulick  Bayles  and  Sarah 
Cruser  and  Grandson  of  Rebecca  Gulick  (6 FI 80)  who  was  a  daughter  of  Major 
John  Gulick  (5E97).  Robert  Bayles  was  President  of  Market  &  Fulton  National 
Bank  of  N.Y.C.  in  1901,  and  apparently  a  man  of  means* 

He  gathered  and  listed  much  of  the  material,  but  died  before  the  work  was  com¬ 
pleted.  His  brother,  Wm.  Harrison  Bayles  (8H762)  completed  compilation. 

Others  have  built  on  his  foundation,  compiling  more  or  less  extensive  records, 
ending  with  later  dates. 

Iam  especially  indebted  to  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Huntley,  (Laura  Helen  Gulick  (10L115) 
of  Tustin,  California,  who  has  generously  given  considerable  help  and  infor¬ 
mation.  She  is  the  daughter  of  James  Harvey  Gulick  (9K126)  who  began  gather¬ 
ing  and  compiling  data  about  1900  and  continued  the  work  with  the  help  of  Mrs. 
Huntley  until  his  death.  Mrs.  Huntley  has  been  carrying  on  the  work  since,  and 
has  rather  extensive  files. 

Another  of  thelarger  records  was  gathered,  over  many  years,  by  Mrs.  Horace 
Eddy  Robinson  (Louise  Gulick,  9K562),  daughter  of  Luther  Halsey  Gulick,  Jr. 
(8H534).  She  died  in  1944,  at  Pleasantville,  N.Y. 

Her  records  were  given  to  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society 
of  New  York  City. 

Through  the  very  generous  cooperation  of  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Maynard,  Assistant 
Librarian,  I  have  had  the  privilege  and  opportunity  to  use  and  check  many  of 
these  records. 

Mrs.  Eliza  Haddon  Brevoort  in  1948  published  her  book  ’’Gullicks  and  Allied 
Families,”  of  261  pages.  About  33  pages  are  devoted  to  the  Gulicks  and  the 
rest  to  the  Gullicks  and  Allied  Families. 

The  pages  on  Gulicks  have  been  checked  in  compiling  this  record. 

In  addition,  I  have  had  the  cooperation  of  various  others  with  smaller  collec¬ 
tions. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  information  on  my  family  line,  John  Gulick,  (4D36) 
came  from  old  family  Bibles,  and  other  records  in  the  hands  of  immediate 
members  of  my  family  and  close  relatives  in  Virginia  and  Missouri. 


HISTORICAL

There  apparently  is  a  great  deal  of  historical  information  on  the  family  on  record 
in  Germany. 

No  attempt  will  be  made  here  to  give  a  comprehensive  history,  but  a  short  sketch 
of  some  of  the  pertinent  facts  will  no  doubt  be  of  interest  to  some. 

The  name  apparently  derives  from  the  Dutchy  of  Julich  in  North  West  Germany. 
This  was  prior  to  the  year  1350,  possibly  as  far  back  as  1100  AD. 

The  German  spelling  usually  ended  with  "ch1,1  or  "cheM  as  "Gulich",  Guliche, 
etc. 

The  family  or  families  which  settled  in  Holland  adopted  the  Dutch  practice  and 
ended  with  "k"  as  Gulick,  as  used  here  today. 

Holland,  in  1795,  adopted  a  reformed  spelling  which  dropped  "c"  when  it  came 
before  "kM,  so  that  today,  in  Holland,  the  spelling  could  be  MGulikM  although  some 
continued  to  use  the  old  spelling  "Gulick." 

Our  ancestor  left  Holland  before  the  reformed  spelling,  so  continued  to  use  the 
old  form  Gulick. 

A  few  Guliks  have  been  found  listed  in  telephone  books  around  the  country  but 
they  have  not  been  traced  to  determine  if  they  are  decendants  of  later  immigrants 
or  members  of  our  1653  line  who  changed  the  spelling. 

In  this  connection,  there  are  a  few  in  Western  Pennsylvania  who  use  the  spelling 
Gulish.  Several  of  these  that  were  traced  were  found  to  be  the  third  generation 
of  ancestors  who  came  from  Czechoslovakia.  Their  name  when  they  came  was 
Gulas  and  their  children  adopted  the  "Gulish"  spelling. 

For  many  years  there  were  struggles  between  the  German  countries  and  the  Low 
Lands  and  the  Dutchy  of  Julich  would  at  one  time  be  in  the  Netherlands  and  at 
another  in  Germany. 

During  the  war  that  started  in  1609  between  Holland  and  Spain,  Germany  took 
several  Dutchies,  including  the  Dutchy  of  Julich,  into  her  territory  again.  Later, 
in  the  Treaty  of  Westphalia  the  present  boundries  between  Holland  and  Germany 
were  recognized  and  have  so  remained  since. 

Rev.  Sidney  Lewis  Gulick,  (8H532)  spent  some  time  in  Germany  and  on  his  re¬ 
turn  brought  back  a  German  guide  book  which  he  purchased  in  Nideggen  and  which 
was  translated  by  Grover  Clark,  a  student,  Oberlin  College.  This  book  had 
several  references  to  Julich  and  Nideggen,  Castle  town  of  Julich.  Some  of  these 
references  date  back  to  the  1100  year  period.  So  the  name  appears  to  have  been 
used  prior  to  1200. 

The  words  "von,"  (German)  and  "Van",  Dutch, simply  mean  "of  or  from".  Note 
the  following  quotation  from  the  translation  from  this  guide  book,  "With  regard 
to  the  time  of  the  foundation  of  Nideggen,  history  remains  in  deep  darkness.  We 
do  not  know  how  long  it  had  stood  when  suddenly,  history  mentioned  the  death, 
in  his  Castle  at  Nideggen,  of  Graf  Wilhelm  II  Von  Julich,  in  1207." 

In  the  early  centuries  the  "common"  people  were  known  generally  by  one  name 
only.  To  identify  themselves  from  others  of  the  same  name  they  added  to  their 
names  the  name  of  the  place  from  which  they  came. 

Hence,  Hendrick  Van  Gulick  or  Graf  Wilhelm  Von  Julich  simply  mean  that  they 
came  from  the  town  or  place  of  Gulick  (Julich). 

In  time,  when  the  use  of  two  or  more  names  became  general  many  people  adopted 
the  name  of  the  place  of  their  or  their  ancestors’  origin  as  their  sur-name.  Most 
of  them  in  time  dropped  the  Von  or  Van  although  there  are  still  many  Dutch  names 
with  Van  (separately)  or  combined  with  the  surname. 
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HULICK 


It  is  said  the  old  Dutch  pronunciation  of  "Gulick"  was  quite  similar 
to  the  English  pronunciation  of  "Hulick",  so  some  of  the  members 
of  the  early  generations  adopted  the  Hulick  spelling. 

This  was  not  only  with  the  heads  of  families,  but  in  a  number  of 
cases  where  the  parents’  name  was  Gulick,  some  sons  adopted  the 
"Hulick"  spelling  while  the  other  brothers  and  sisters  continued  to 
use  "Gulick." 

It  was  the  old  Dutch  custom  to  name  the  first  son  and  first  daughter 
for  the  parents  of  the  father.  The  second  son  and  daughter  were 
named  for  the  parents  of  the  mother.  This  meant  that  where  there 
were  several  families  in  a  community  there  would  be  a  number  of 
people  with  the  same  name  with  confusion  in  mail  and  otherwise. 
So,  some  elected  to  change  the  family  name  to  Hulick,  rather  than 
to  change  the  given  name,  which  would  seem  to  have  solved  the 
problem  just  as  well. 

In  those  cases  where  there  is  a  definitely  known  tie,  the  descendants 
of  those  using  Hulick  have  been  carried  down  in  the  Gulick  section 
of  the  record. 

Between  1810  and  1814,  John  Hulick,  his  wife  and  at  least  some  of 
his  family  went  from  New  Brunswick  Co.,  N.J.  to  Batavia,  Ohio. 
This  family  was  undoubtedly  a  branch  off  from  a  Gulick  family  but 
the  definite  connection  seems  not  to  have  been  established.  For  this 
reason,  this  family  and  nearly  400  descendants  have  been  listed 
separately  and  follow  the  Gulick  Section. 

In  time  the  connection  between  the  two  branches  will  undoubtedly  be 
established. 


GULLICKS  AND  ALLIED  FAMILIES

There  were  in  North  Carolina  "Gullicks”  who  appear  to  have  been  a 
different  family  from  the  '’Gulicks.”  They  may  have  come  from 
England. 

Mrs.  Elza  Haddon  Brevoort,  who  was  a  descendant  of  this  line,  did 
a  great  deal  of  research  on  this  family  and  in  1948  published  a  261 
page  book,  "Gullick  and  Allied  Families.” 

The  earliest  record  she  found  was  of  John  Gullick  who  was  first 
mentioned  in  the  Colony  of  North  Carolina  in  the  year  1750,  when 
he  received  a  grant  of  land  in  Anson  County,  from  King  George  II, 
of  England.  Colonial  Records,  Vol.  10,  page  252,  Council  Chamber, 
New  Berne,  N.C.,  Sept.  28,  1750. 

A  John  Gulick  and  others  of  this  family  in  1815  sold  land  in  North 
Carolina  and  moved  to  Indiana,  it  is  presumed  about  1815. 

Mrs.  Brevoort  was  never  able  to  find  a  connecting  link  between  the 
Gulicks  and  Gullicks. 

Mrs.  Brevoort  was  a  granddaughter  of  Isabella  Dorcas  Gullick  and 
died  June  7,  1959,  age  93. 

Her  neice,  Mrs.  Glenn  Erwin  Wheeler,  of  Vincennes,  Indiana, 
worked  with  Mrs.  Brevoort  in  the  gathering  of  material  and  com¬ 
piling  of  her  work. 


SPELLINGS 


In  the  early  generations  here,  considerable  liberty  was  taken  in  the 
spelling  of  names.  As  for  instance,  the  following  variations  have 
been  noted  in  the  record  for  the  name  of  "Jochem."

In  the  Cemetery  records  there  are  many  more  variations. 

The  same  is  true  of  many  other  names  although  not  as  many  varia¬ 
tions  as  in  the  case  of  Jochem. 

Also,  many  children  apparently  were  called  by  nicknames,  or  ab¬ 
breviated  names  and  these  names  were  often  used  in  Wills  and  other 
official  papers. 

In  listing  in  this  record,  the  spellings  are  those  found  in  the  record 
from  which  the  information  was  taken.

These  Coats  of  Arms  were  copied  from  German  and  Dutch  books  in 
the  Library  of  Congress,  Gulick.  Vol.  2,  part  9,  and  Gulick,  1799, 
Vol.  3  part  2.  There  were  others  bearing  the  names  Gulich,  1799  , 
Gulich  and  Gulick  Mecklembourg.  In  addition,  there  were  others  of 
somewhat  different  spellings  which  possibly  could  have  been  an  old 
spelling  for  Gulick.

Hendrick  with  his  wife  and  two  small  children  arrived  in  New 
Amsterdam,  N.Y.  early  in  1653,  from  Amsterdam,  Holland, 
and  settled  at  Gravesend,  L.I.  Hendrick  died  the  same  year. 

His  widow,  Geertruyt,  married,  Sept.  11,  1653, Claes  Claessen 
Smit  Van  Amersfoort,  who  settled  in  New  Utrecht,  adjoining 
Gravesend.  A  few  years  later  she  visited  Holland  and  possibly 
Hamburg,  Germany  and  returned  on  the  Ship  "Faith"  sailing  from 
Amsterdam,  February,  1659.  Her  name  was  on  the  list  of 
passengers  as  Geertruyt  Jochems  of  Hamburg,  wife  of  Claes 
Claessen  Smit  Van  Amersfoort  and  two  children.  Further  refer¬ 
ence,  see  New  York  Genealogical  &  Biographical  Society  Records, 
April,  1875,  Vol.  6,  No.  2,  p.  81  and  records  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  N.Y.C.,  Marriage  Book,  Part  H,  1653.

With  reference  to  your  above 

mentioned  letter,  in  which  you  made  inquiries  after  a  coat  of 
arms,  which  might  have  belonged  to  a  Hendrick  (van)  Gulick, 
we  beg  to  inform  you  of  the  following. 

In  order  to  state,  if  there  had  ever 
been  borne  a  coat  of  arms  by  your  ancestors,  more  extensive 
information  is  wanted. 


As  your  letter  mentioned,  that  Hendrick 
(van)  Gulick  came  to  New  York  from  Amsterdam  in  1653  with 
his  wife  Geertruyt  Jochem  (s  dochter)  Willekens,  we  made 
genealogical  researches  into  the  archives  in  Amsterdam. 

We  investigated  the  marriage  registers 
before  1650,  as  the  two  sons  from  the  just  mentioned  couple, 

Jan  and  Jochem,  who  came  to  New  York  with  their  parents  in 
1653,  were  4  to  6  years  old  at  that  time. 

Investigations  into  the  name  (VAN) 
GULICK  were  not  successful,  anyway  no  couple  Hendrick 
Gulick  x  Geertruyt  Jochemsdochter  Willekens  could  be  traced. 

As  you  informed  us,  that  the  children 
are  called  Jan  and  Jochem  and  that  Jochem  is  certainly  called 
after  the  grandfather  of  mother’s  side,  we  may  assume,  that  the 
other  son  (Jan)  is  called  after  the  grandfather  of  father’s  side; 
in  this  case  Hendrick  Gulick  must  have  been  a  Hendrick 
JANSzoon. 


As  a  matter  of  fact  we  find  (register 
No.  458  folio  161,  dated  August  16th  1642)  a  Hendrik  Janszoon, 
born  Norden,  sailor,  28  years  old,  whose  intended  marriage  was 
registered  at  the  just  mentioned  date  to  GEERTJE  WILEKES, 
born  at  Deventer,  27  years  old. 

This  might  indeed  be  the  couple  we  are 
looking  for,  unless  you  are  quite  sure,  that  Geertje  Willekens 
came  to  New  York  with  her  husband  in  1653. 
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For  on  August  31st  1647  HENDRICK 
JANS,  WIDOWER  to  Geertje  Wilkes  gave  again  notice  of  his 
,  intended  marriage  in  Amsterdam  to  Barbara  Arentsdochter, 

born  at  Wijk  aan  Zee,  28  years  old. 

They  married  at  Vlieland  September 
22nd  1647  (Vlieland  is  a  small  island  before  the  Dutch-Frisian 
coast,  from  which  many  Dutch  ships  put  to  sea). 

It  is  probable,  that  you  just  know  the 
name  of  the  (first)wife  of  Hendrick  Gulick  as  mother  to  the  sons 
Jan  and  Jochem,  so  then  she  need  not  be  alive  in  1653  and  the 
above  mentioned  deeds  would  as  a  matter  of  fact  be  related  to 
Hendrick  (Janszoon)  Gulick. 

An  other  remarkable  marriage  register 
is  the  register  No. 460,  folio  158,  dated  December  19th  1643: 
HEYNDRICK  Heyndrix,  born  at  Nes  (at  Ameland,  another  island 
before  the  Dutch  Frisian  coast)  widower  to  Jude  Lubben,  to 
GEERTIE  JOCHEMS,  widow  to  Pieter  Janszoon,  born  at  Meldorp. 
Heyndrick  Heyndrix  was  a  sailor  as  well. 

The  first  marriage  of  Heyndrick  and 
Jude  Lubbe  and  of  Pieter  Jansz.  to  Geertien  Jochems  was  not 
found,  so  that  we  can’t  make  out,  if  in  this  case  we  have  to  do 
with  younger  people,  of  whom  it  would  be  acceptable,  that  they 
were  still  going  to  have  children. 

Other  persons,  who  might  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  some  way,  were  not  found. 

An  other  way  would  be  to  try  and  trace 
the  baptismal  registers  of  the  two  children,  but  it  is  not  certain 
at  all,  that  these  entries  might  be  found,  as  Amsterdam  had 
many  churches  and  most  persons  in  this  period  were  baptised 
under  patronime. 

Such  researches  would  entail  a  great 
deal  of  time,  many  costs  and  it  is  very  doubtful,  if  the  results 
would  prove  to  be  successful.

torily  and  hoping,  you  may  be  able  to  send  us  further  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  Geertruyt  Jochems  Willekes,  namely  if  she  was 
still  alive  in  1653,  we  are  anxious  to  hear  from  you.

Wood,  one  of  his  neighbors,  said,  ’’Well,  the  old  gentleman, 
Grandpa  Gulick,  has  now  undertaken  more  than  he  can  finish. 

But  he  finished  it  and  made  7  more.  One  he  sold  for  Ten  dollars. 
One  was  burned  in  a  fire  in  Fresno,  another  he  gave  to  Clyde,  a 
grandson  and  one  to  Lena,  granddaughter,  who  played  with  it  in 
preference  to  her  own  violin.  The  others  he  gave  to  various  other 
friends .

Why  an  American  President’s 
birthday  is  celebrated  on  an 
island  in  the  South  Pacific .

W  HEN  I  came  topside  just 
after  dawn,  the  Tahiti  trading 
schooner  Taaroa  was  still  sailing 
smartly  in  the  trades  in  the  far 
South  Pacific — and,  suddenly,  re¬ 
membering  the  date,  I  realized  it 
was  Lincoln’s  birthday. 

Then  the  distance  from  my 
home  in  Springfield,  Missouri, 
seemed  almost  interplanetary, 
and  I  thought  rather  nostalgical¬ 
ly  of  a  nation  observing  the  birth¬ 
day  of  a  most  honored  President. 

Now,  in  the  first  light  of  dawn, 
the  Taaroa  was  moving  in  close 
to  the  French-owned  Island  of 
Hiva  Oa  of  the  Marquesas  Group. 
It  was  an  impressive  mountain¬ 
ous  island,  with  lofty  peaks,  like 
rough-hewn  miters,  rising  steep¬ 
ly  into  the  opalescent  heaven. 

Certainly  an  enchanting  sight 
on  this  particular  Lincoln’s  birth¬ 
day! 

Then  there  was  the  patter  of 
bare  feet,  and  Hiro,  the  roly-poly 
Tahitian  skipper  of  the  Taaroa, 
was  standing  beside  me,  yawn¬ 
ing,  scratching  the  enormous 
globe  of  his  stomach — and  mar¬ 
velling  anew  at  God’s  work. 

I  scanned  the  sea,  the  island, 
and  the  perfect-weather  sky,  and, 
to  make  the  day  more  note¬ 
worthy,  I  said  rather  important¬ 
ly:  “It’s  Lincoln’s  birthday,  you 
know.  He  was  one  of  our  greatest 
Arii  (Chiefs).’’ 

“E,  e  parau  man,”  he  assented. 
“Yes,  yes,  it  is  so.”  He  made  a 
languid  gesture  toward  the  pic¬ 
turesque  palm-shaded  village 
along  the  shore.  “And  that  is 
Atuana — and  today,  because  it  is 
a  holiday,  nobody  will  work.” 

“But  today  isn’t  Sunday,”  I 
reminded  him. 

“Yes,  I  know,”  he  said.  “But,  as 
you  say,  it’s  Abraham  Lincoln’s 
birthday.” 

“Lincoln’s  birthday  here? 
Why?”  And  I  added:  “Since 
when  are  the  French  celebrating 
Lincoln’s  birthday?” 

The  skipper  shrugged  his 
broad  shoulders.  “I  don’t  really 
know,”  he  admitted. 


And  when  I  stepped  ashore  in 
Atuana  village,  I  found  that  it 
was,  indeed,  a  day  of  celebration. 
The  trading  stores  were  tightly 
shuttered,  the  lighters  alongside 
the  copra  warehouse  were  tied 
up,  the  post  office  was  closed,  but 
from  its  veranda  a  faded  hand¬ 
made  American  flag  hung  motion¬ 
less  in  the  limpid  air.  The  sight 
of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  stopped 
me  in  my  tracks.  What  was  this 
all  about? 

T  HEN  I  heard  singing,  coming 
from  the  meeting  house. 

It  was  singing  as  only  the 
Polynesians  are  capable  of  doing, 
tones  and  harmonies  violating  all 
choral  concepts,  yet  compelling 
and  moving  because  of  their  sim¬ 
ple,  heart-bursting  expressions. 
The  men  chanted  in  deep  base 
notes,  and  at  regular  polyphonic 
intervals  the  women’s  sopranos 
rose  like  swift  white  birds  into  a 
sky  filled  with  brilliant  sunshine. 

And  they  were  singing  The 
Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic! 

When  the  word  was  passed  in¬ 
side  that  an  American  had  ar¬ 
rived  on  the  schooner  and  was 
outside  listening,  I  was  beckoned 
in.  When  I  hesitated,  several  na¬ 
tives  rushed  out  and  hauled  me 
inside  and  set  me  alongside  the 
native  missionary  on  the  plat¬ 
form. 

And  in  the  end  I  was  forced  to 
speak  to  the  assembly,  who,  al¬ 
though  they  did  not  understand 
English,  listened  attentively,  nod¬ 
ding  their  heads  and  murmuring 
politely.  A  burst  of  applause  fol¬ 
lowed  my  short  speech  intro¬ 
ducing  myself  and  why  I  was  in 
the  Marquesas.  The  missionary 
pantomimed  for  me  to  continue 
talking.  Evidently  it  wasn’t 
every  day  that  an  American  came 
ashore  in  Atuana,  and  they 
seemed  to  like  the  intonations  of 
a  new  tongue. 

So  I  felt  it  was  more  than  ap¬ 
propriate  that  I  deliver  in  Eng¬ 
lish  a  barely  remembered  recita¬ 
tion  of  the  Gettysburg  Address — 
to  which  they  all  listened  raptly, 
but  without  understanding. 

The  singing  came  to  an  end, 
and  I  was  led  ahead  into  the  co¬ 
conut  grove,  where  handsome 
wahines,  or  women,  were  uncov¬ 
ering  a  huge  ground  oven  in 
which  a  whole  hog  had  been 
roasting. 

So  my  intended  day  of  sight¬ 
seeing  became  a  day  of  feasting, 
native  dancing,  and  singing.  .  .  . 

The  next  day  far  out  to  sea  I 
again  wondered  why  a  village  of 
French-subject  Polynesians  on  a 


forgotten  lonely  island  of  the 
Marquesas  took  a  day  off  to  com¬ 
memorate  an  American  Presi¬ 
dent’s  birthday. 

But  it  wasn’t  until  another 
voyage  in  another  schooner  in 
another  year  to  the  Marquesas 
that  I  was  to  learn  the  reason. 

A  pearl  buyer  in  Papeete,  Ta¬ 
hiti,  on  the  eve  of  my  departure, 
had  advised  me:  “Look  up  a  Ha¬ 
waiian  chap  in  Atuana  by  the 
name  of  Kekela,  and  if  he  tries  to 
sell  you  a  watch  don’t  cut  him 
short  in  the  assumption  that  he’s 
a  swindler,  because  if  you  do 
you’ll  miss  quite  a  remarkable 
story.” 

“What’s  the  mystery?”  I  want¬ 
ed  to  know. 

“I’d  rather  not  spoil  the  story 
by  telling  you  about  it,”  he  re¬ 
plied. 

And  because  I  was  intrigued  I 
did  ferret  out  the  elderly  Hawai¬ 
ian,  who  was  sunning  himself  on 
the  beach;  and  close  by  his  Mar¬ 
quesas  wife  was  plaiting  palm 
fronds  for  a  fish  basket.  This  was 
Samuel  Kekela,  son  of  the  famous 
missionary  James  Kekela — found¬ 
er  during  the  last  century  of  the 
largest  mission  station  in  the 
Marquesas. 

As  my  pearl-buyer  friend  had 
predicted,  Sam  asked  immedia¬ 
tely:  “Friend,  would  you  be  in¬ 
terested  in  buying  an  unusual 
watch?” 

“I  have  a  dependable  wrist 
watch,”  I  said.  “But  what  kind 
of  a  watch  do  you  have  for  sale?” 

He  drew  forth  a  fine  gold  time¬ 
piece  and  dangled  it  before  my 
eyes. 

“I  was  in  bed  with  rheumatism 
when  you  were  here  before,”  he 
explained,  “otherwise  I’d  have 
asked  you  then — and  told  you  its 
history.”  He  pointed  to  a  slight 
dent  on  its  case.  “That’s  where 
my  good  father — Lord  rest  his 
soul! — banged  it  on  the  pulpit 
while  he  demanded  that  his  can¬ 
nibalistic  parishioners  change 
their  diet  from  puaka-enata  ( hu¬ 
man  ‘long-pig’)  to  just  plain  pig.” 

Knowing  the  Polynesian’s  pen¬ 
chant  for  getting  Around  to  a 
story  in  his  own  good  sweet  time, 
I  patiently  waited. 

And,  finally,  I  did  find  out 
about  the  watch,  and  why  the 
Hiva  Oans  celebrate  Lincoln’s 
birthday. 

W HEN  his  father,  James,  had 
died,  Sam  had  inherited  the  large 
gold  watch,  a  rather  remarkable 
gift. 

And  this  is  how  James  Kekela 
had  come  into  possession  of  the 


fine  timepiece: 

The  wild  cannibal  tribes  of 
Puamau,  where  Kekela  had  built 
his  large  station,  had  long  nursed 
a  hatred  for  the  white  whale-ship 
seamen  and  harpooners  who  came 
ashore  to  drink  and  carouse  and 
take  the  native  women,  and  this 
mania  for  vengeance  was  aggra¬ 
vated  when  a  Peruvian  whaling 
ship  sailed  into  the  Bay  of  Pua¬ 
mau,  firing  upon  the  defenseless 
villages,  kidnaping  the  village 
maidens,  and  carrying  off  men  to 
work  in  the  mines  of  Peru.  The 
Puamau  tribes  made  a  pledge 
then  to  eat  the  next  white  man 
found  ashore. 

It  was,  therefore,  unfortunate 
timing  that  the  American  whal¬ 
ing  ship'  Congress,  under  com¬ 
mand  of  Captain  C.  Stranburg, 
dropped  anchor  in  the  Bay  of 
Puamau,  on  the  extreme  north¬ 
easterly  coast  of  the  Island  of 
Hiva  Oa.  The  ship  had  been 
forced  in  to  provision  and  water,  and  3 
make  necessary  overhaulings  to  hull 
and  rigging. 

And  it  was  doubly  portentous  that  the 
mate  of  the  whaler,  Jonathan  Whalon, 
decided  to  go  ashore. 

He  gazed  shoreward  to  the  palm- 
shaded  beach  and  village  with  eager  ex¬ 
pression.  He  had  just  finished  a  second 
reading  of  Herman  Melville’s  Typee, 
which  chronicled  the  writer’s  mid-19th 
Century  adventures  in  the  Island  of 
Nuka  Hiva  of  the  Marquesas. 

Suddenly  the  captain’s  voice  shattered 
his  reverie.  ‘‘You  weren’t  thinking  of 
going  ashore  here,  were  you,  Mr. 
Whalon?” 

The  mate  nodded.  “Yes,  there’s  a 
mission  station  here  run  by  a  Hawai¬ 
ian.”  And  he  added:  “I’ve  heard  that 
the  Puamau  natives  are  quite  friendly 
here.” 

“And  I’ve  heard  otherwise!”  snapped 
Captain  Stranburg.  “Be  sensible  and 
stay  aboard.” 

But  while  the  captain  was  napping 
in  his  cabin,  the  mate  had  two  seamen 
row  him  ashore  in  a  long-boat.  When 
they  came  in  close  to  the  beach,  a  group 
of  painted  Marquesan  warriors  emerged 
from  the  coconut  grove.  With  them 
were  several  handsome,  full-breasted 
wahines,  who  waved  and  postured  in¬ 
sinuatingly. 

Whalon’s  pulse  quickened.  Melville 
had  been  right!  The  Marquesas  were 
a  whalermen’s  paradise!  An  abundance 
of  food  .  .  .  palm  arrack  .  .  .  and  the 
hospitable  Polynesian  custom  of  proffer¬ 
ing  beautiful  girls  to  white  visitors. 

Whalon  needed  no  urging  to  accom¬ 
pany  the  natives  up  the  valley  away 
from  the  mission  station.  Two  hot-eyed 
Marquesan  charmers  had  their  arms 
around  his  waist. 

Far  back  in  the  valley  the  friend¬ 
liness  of  the  Marquesans  suddenly 
altered.  The  one  in  command  gave  a 
husky  order,  and  Whalon  was  seized 
and  tied,  then  thrown  between  the  roots 


of  a  large  tree  overshadowing  a  sacri¬ 
ficial  altar.  Faggots  and  logs  were 
gathered  for  the  roasting,  while  the 
chief’s  messengers  summoned  other 
members  of  their  tribe  for  the  long- 
awaited  puana-enata,  human  long-pig 
feast  of  revenge. 

James  Kekela  had  been  away  at  an¬ 
other  mission  station  when  the  whale 
ship  had  arrived.  When  he  returned,  he 
was  told  of  the  abduction  of  the  mate  of 
the  Congress,  who  was  about  “to  be 
roasted  and  eaten.” 

“Who  is  doing  it?”  Kekela  asked. 

He  was  told  by  his  assistant  that  the 
leader  was  a  chief  named  Mato,  whose 
son  had  been  kidnaped  by  the  Peruvian 
blackbirder. 

The  Reverend  Alexander  Kaukau, 
Kekela’s  associate,  had,  before  Kekela’s 
return,  tried  to  intercede,  offering  a 
long-boat  from  the  horrified  captain  of 
the  Congress  for  his  unlucky,  heedless 
mate.  But  Mato,  recalling  vividly  the 
abduction  of  his  son  by  the  slavers,  only 
answered  coldly:  “They  are  all  one 
kind,  the  white  men.  This  is  all  I  have 
to  say  to  you,  Kaukau:  whether  the 
captain  of  the  ship  gives  me  a  new  boat 
or  not,  I  shall  surely  roast  and  eat  this 
i white  man!” 

When  Kaukau  conveyed  to  the 
trussed-up  Whalon  the  chief’s  grisly  in¬ 
tention,  the  poor  mate  fainted. 

But  Mato’s  ultimatum  did  not  dis¬ 
courage  James  Kekela.  He  sent  an 
emissary  to  the  cannibal  chief  offering 
his  own  boat,  and  anything  else  of  value 
that  the  chief  wanted,  in  exchange  for 
the  life  of  the  white  man.  Then,  the 
next  morning,  he  dressed  in  his  Sunday 
preaching  clothes  and,  with  Kaukau, - 
rushed  up  the  valley  with  only  a  Bible 
in  his  hand. 

When  they  arrived,  Mato  and  his 
warriors  were  ready  to  prepare  Whalon 
for  the  spitting  over  the  fire.  Kekela 
strode  past  the  hostile,  glowering  na¬ 
tives,  knelt  beside  the  terrified  mate, 
and  prayed  long  and  fervently  for  his 
deliverance.  Then  he  rose  and  took 
Mato  aside. 

“Look,  Mato,”  he  said  sternly,  “you 
know  what  will  happen  if  you  eat  this 
American  citizen.  An  American  man-of- 
war  will  shoot  up  your  villages,  burn 
your  huts,  and  make  you  prisoners. 
Don’t  forget  what  Captain  David  Porter 
did  when  he  came  to  these  islands  in 
1813  in  the  Essex.” 

Mato  did  remember  stories  of  how 
Captain  Porter  had  led  his  men  in  a 
massacre  of  the  cannibals  of  Nuku  Hiva, 
the  sister  island. 

But  the  cannibal  chief  was  adamant: 
the  loss  of  his  son  was  too  bitter  in 
his  mind.  "If  he  come  here  and  make 
trouble,  we  eat  him  and  his  sailors,  too.” 

Mato,  however,  was  studying  Kekela’s 
“preaching  clothes,”  which  intrigued 
him,  and  he  was  also  impressed  with 
the  missionary’s  composure  and  courage. 
Kekela  said:  “You  like  my  clothes?” 
Mato  felt  the  material.  He  seemed 
to  waver  in  his  determination  to  gnaw 
on  the  mate’s  roasted  leg.  He  muttered, 
with  a  scornful  glance  at  the  fettered 
white  man:  “His  flesh  looks  tough  and 
stringy.” 


Kekela  nodded.  “Most  seamen  make 
salty  eating,  too.” 

At  this  psychological  point,  Kaukau 
stepped  forward  with  a  gun  and  offered 
it  to  the  chief.  Kekela  spoke  up  quick¬ 
ly:  “And  you-  can  have  my  jacket  and 
hat.  And  don’t  forget  you’ll  get  a  fine 
long-boat,  too.” 

What  Mato  saw  in  the  faces  of  the 
two  missionaries  must  have  convinced 
him  that  there  would  be  no  trickery. 
And  a  gun  and  a  boat  meant  he  would 
be  the  richest  chief  in  the  island!  And 
could  he  not  seize  another  white  man 
more  easily  with  a  gun  and  a  boat? 

So  Whalon,  the  too-inquisitive-and- 
gullible  mate,  was  released. 

The  dramatic  role  played  by  Kekela 
and  Kaukau  in  Whalon’s  rescue  was 
reported  when  the  Congress  returned 
to  America,  and  the  full  report  finally 
came  to  the  attention  of  President 
Lincoln. 

Although  deeply  engrossed  in  the  War 
between  the  States,  the  President  was 
so  moved  that  he  sent  $500  in  gold  to 
Dr.  McBride,  U.  S.  Minister-resident 
in  Honolulu,  for  the  purchase  of  suit¬ 
able  gifts  that  would  express  his  grati¬ 
tude  to  Kekela  and  Kaukau  for  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  daring  deliverance. 

Most  interesting  was  the  gold  watch 
given  to  James  Kekela.  The  inscription 
in  Hawaiian  inside  the  cover  read: 

From  the 

President  of  the  United  States 
to 

Rev.  j.  Kekela 

For  his  noble  conduct  in  rescuing 
an  American  citizen  from  death  on 
the  Island  of  Hiva  Oa 

January  14,  1864 

Kekela  acknowledged  receipt  of  his 
gifts  in  a  letter  to  the  President: 

“We  have  received  your  gifts,”  he 
wrote.  “Ah!  I  greatly  honor  your  in¬ 
terest  in  this  countryman  of  yours.  It 
is,  indeed,  in  keeping  with  all  I  have 
known  of  your  acts  as  President  of  the 
United  States.  .  .  .”  He  signed  the  let¬ 
ter:  “I  am,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President 
of  the  United  States,  your  ob’t  serv’t, 
James  Kekela.” 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  visited  the 
Marquesas  in  1888  in  the  74-foot  fore- 
and-aft  schooner  Casco,  a  cruise  made 
possible  by  the  royalties  from  the  stage 
dramatization  of  his  book  The  Strange 
Case  of  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde,  and 
when  he  saw  a  cojsy  of  Kekela’s  letter 
he  was  moved  to  say:  “I  do  not  envy 
the  man  who  can  read  it  without 
emotion.” 

Sam  Kekela  summed  up  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  Lincoln’s  birthday  in  Hiva  Oa 
as  follows:  “When  Father’s  converts 
saw  what  a  wonderful  reward  he  had 
been  given  for  being  a  brave,  God-fear¬ 
ing  Christian,  and  from  such  a  famous 
President  as  Abraham  Lincoln,  they 
made  a  vow  then  and  there  that  Lin¬ 
coln’s  birthday  would  be  honored  in 
Hiva  Oa,  which  would  also  keep  fresh 
in  their  memories  the  fearlessness  of  a 
true  man  of  God. 

“And  this  act  of  Father’s  seemed  to 
be  the  turning  point  in  the  eradication 
of  cannibalism  in  Hiva  Oa.  The  human- 
flesh-eating  tribes  must  have  figured 
that  being  good  had  its  rewards. 


“Now,  about  this  watch,  friend  .  .  . 

I  was  often  sorry  that  I  had  not 
bought  the  watch  from  Sam  Kekela,  who 
needed  the  money  badly,  but  later  I  was 
gratified  to  learn  that  it  has  rightfully 
become  the  property  of  the  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children’s  Society  in  Honolulu, 
and  now  reposes  in  its  historical 
museum. 

Many  changes  have  come  to  the 
islands  of  the  Marquesas  since  the  days 
of  the  whale  ships  and  the  soul-saving 
James  Kekela,  but  for  those  who  would 
otherwise  forget  what  the  Marquesas 
were  like  less  than  a  century  ago,  James 
Kekela’s  memorial  tablet  in  Honolulu 
bears  this  inscription  as  a  reminder: 

...  in  1864  he  was  signally  re¬ 
warded  by  Abraham  Lincoln  for 
rescuing  an  American  seaman 
from  cannibals.

At  the  suggestion  of  her  brother,  Luther  (8H534)  and  under  his 
general  editorship,  Frances  (8H530)  wrote  and  published  the  Gulick 
Hygiene  Series,  grammar  and  high  school  textbooks.  The  entire 
series  was  first  a  five  volume  group,  printed  in  1906-1909;  later 
revised  in  1922-28.

James  Wharton  was  born  in  New  Jersey  and  moved  with  his 
father  and  family  to  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  about  1845,  when  at  the 
age  of  10  years.  He  entered  Princeton  but  in  1860  returned  home 
at  the  first  signs  of  the  Civil  War,  and  enlisted  in  the  Volunteer 
Company  known  as  the  Goldsboro  Rifles  and  served  as  Corporal 
in  the  occupation  of  Fort  Macon.  Shortly  resigned  and  with  others 
organized  at  Goldsboro,  a  company  of  115  men,  of  which  he  was 
elected  Lieutenant.

MAJOR  GENERAL  JOHN  WILEY  GULICK 


Major  General  John  Wiley  Gulick,  after  whom  the  Post  of  Fort 
Gulick  was  named,  was  born  8  November  1874  in  Goldsboro,  N.C. 

In  1894,  he  enlisted  in  the  Goldsboro  Rifles  or  Company  D, 
First  Regiment,  North  Carolina  State  Guard  and  in  1895  he  was 
appointed  a  First  Lieutenant.  In  1898  he  was  mustered  into 
Federal  Service  and  became  Aide-de-Camp  to  General  Williston 
in  Cuba.

In  1899  in  the  Phillippines  he  was  promoted  to  Captain.  He 
was  made  Brevet  Major  for  conspicuous  gallantry  in  action  in 
August  1900  at  Catyanytan. 

On  1  August  1901,  he  was  commissioned  in  the  Regular  Army 
and  he  was  assigned  to  Fort  Moultrie,  S.C.  followed  by  duty  in 
Havana,  Cuba  and  Fort  Preble,  Portland  ,  Maine. 

From  August  1904  to  1905  he  attended  the  Artillery  School  at 
Fort  Monroe,  Virginia.  He  then  served  as  an  instructor  in  the 
Artillery  School  from  1905  to  1911. 

In  November  1911,  he  was  appointed  Military  Attache  to  Chile 
In  1912  he  was  placed  MOn  loan"  to  the  Chilean  Government,  as  an 
Artillery  Instructor  in  the  grade  of  Major  in  the  Chilean  Army. 

The  development  of  the  Coast  Artillery  branch  of  the  Chilean  Navy 
was  largely  guided  by  his  efforts . 

In  August  1915,  he  was  assigned  to  Fort  Monroe,  Va. ,  and  in  May 
1916  to  Fort  Oglethorpe,  Ga.  After  service  in  the  punitive  expedition 
against  Villa,  and  on  the  Artillery  Board  at  Fort  Monroe,  Virginia 
during  1916-17  he  was  detailed  to  the  General  Staff,  Washington,  D.  C. , 
War  College  Division.  In  August  1917  he  was  assigned  to  the  40th 
Division,  Camp  Kearney,  California,  which  he  accompanied  to 
France  in  July  1918.  In  August  1918  he  was  assigned  to  Headquarters, 
Army  Artillery  First  Army,  AEF,  later  becoming  Chief  of  Staff  of 
that  Headquarters.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  in  December, 

1918  and  in  January  1919,  was  assigned  to  the  War  Plans  Division 
•  in  Washington,  D.C. 

During  the  next  decade  he  attended  the  Army  War  College,  Com¬ 
manded  Fort  Hancock,  N.J.  and  was  Executive  Officer,  Militia 
Bureau,  War  Department. 

In  March  1930,  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  Coast  Artillery  and 
promoted  to  Major  General.  General  Gulick  commanded  the  Brooklyn 
Army  Base  from  April  to  August  1934;  the  Pacific  Sector  of  the 
Panama  Canal  Department  from  1934  to  1935;  and  the  Harbor  De¬ 
fenses  of  Manila  and  Subic  Bays  from  1935  to  1936. 

From  1936  to  1938  General  Gulick  served  as  Commanding  General 
of  Fort  Monroe  and  Commandant  of  the  Coast  Artillery  School . 

General  Gulick  received  the  following  decorations:  Distinguished 
Service  Medal,  Legion  of  Honor  (Rank  of  Chevalier)  (France),  and 
the  Order  of  the  Condor  (Chile).

John  was  born  in  Somerset  Co. ,  N. J.  In  1752  he  lived  in  Amwell, 
Hunterdon  Co. ,  N.  J.  He  was  in  the  Continental  Army  in  the  Rev. 
War.  It  is  thought  he  moved  to  Loudoun  Co. ,  Va.  in  1778.  See 
Ferdinand  5E113.  So  far  as  is  known  he  was  the  first  Gulick  to 
come  to  Virginia.  In  1785  he  bought  608  acres  of  land  in  Loudoun 
Co. ,  near  Middlesburg,  Va.  from  Jacob  Reed.  Deed  was  dated 
May  3,  1785.  Part  of  this  land  was  later  known  as  the  Institute 
Farm.  Today  (1960)  it  is  used  as  a  private  Hunting  Club. 

As  stated  elsewhere,  the  Gulicks  when  they  came  to  America 
apparently  settled  in  Dutch  Communities  and  as  indicated  by  the 
names  of  their  wives,  intermarried  among  themselves  and  were 
as  Dutch  in  blood  for  three  or  four  generations  as  when  they 
arrived.  John  4th  Gen.  ,  appears  to  have  been  no  exception  as  is 
indicated  by  the  "Dutch  phrasing"  in  the  following  letter  to  his 
brother . 

Loudoun  County,  Virginia, 
August  6,  1795 


Loving  Brother, 

I  take  this  Opertunity  to  Inform  you  that  I  am  in  a  low  state 
of  health  at  present  and  our  youngest  child  Jemima  died  last  winter. 
The  rest  is  in  good  health  ITd  be  glad  if  you  Right  to  me  how  you  all 
are.  And  where  our  brother  Minor  lives  &  sister  Jemima  lives  and 
how  their  families  are  how  Minors  dafter  is  that  got  hurt  in  moving 
by  the  wagon  over  siting  I'd  be  much  obliged  to  you  if  there  is  any 
Money  Coming  to  me  send  it  to  Me  by  Sami  Hunt  Nothing  but  our 
kind  love  to  you  all.

He  was  Ensign  in  Capt.  Henry  Gulick’s  Company  of 
Col.  Joseph  Beaver’s  2nd  Regiment,  Hunterdon  Co.  ,  Militia,  1778 
for  one  month.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  Monmouth,  N.J. ,  June  28,  1878. 

Further,  in  a  book  by  James  P.  Snell,  published  in  Philadelphia, 
1881  for  Hunterdon  and  Somerset  Cos.  of  N.J. ,  is  given  list  of  Privates 
in  American  Revolution  from  Hunterdon  Co. ,  as  Follows:

While  the  spelling  is  different,  there  are  instances  where  others 
writing  the  name  have  spelled  it  "Ghulick"  when  it  definitely  referred 
to  Gulick.  In  addition  all  of  the  given  names  listed  are  Gulick  common 
family  names .  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  in  this  record  the  spelling 
should  have  been  Gulick  and  the  "John"  was  John  4D36.

On  March  27,  1906,  Theodore  wrote  to  James  Harvey  Gulick  that  he  was 
a  son  of  Amos  Gulick,  b.-1802  in  Loudoun  Co. ,  Va. ,  and  who  went  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in  Darke  Co. ,  where  he  died  in  1868.  He  stated  he  had 
a  half  brother  but  no  record  has  been  found  that  Amos  had  a  2nd  wife . 

He  further  stated  that  his  father  had  a  brother  Elisha  (or  Elijah)  who  in 
the  seventies  lived  near  Danville,  Ill.  Amos  (b.-1802)  did  not  have  a 
brother  Elisha.  He,  Theodore,  also  stated  that  he  was  sure  he  was  of 
the  Ferdinand  branch. 

Ferdinand  had  a  son  Elisha  and  a  son  Amos  (b.-1783)  and  who  had  a  son 
Amos  (b.-1820).  I  have  no  record  of  this  Amos’  descendants  but  since 
Theodore  was  born  in  1852  it  is  possible  he  was  a  son  of  the  latter  Amos. 


The  Genealogical  Society  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints,  Salt  Lake,  has  record 
that  Theodore  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Wm.  Gulick  and  born  Mar.  4,  1852  in 
Ohio.  There  is  considerable  doubt  that  he  was  a  son  of  Amos  -6F216, 
(b.-1802). 


He  had  an  interesting  career.  In  the  Adm.  of  Pres.  Cleveland  he  was  a 
cub  reporter  attached  to  the  American  Embassy,  Paris.  He  went  to  the 
Indian  Territory  (Oklahoma)  in  the  1890’s  where  he  did  newspaper  work.' 
He  was  Secretary  of  the  Muskogee  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  was  active 
in  Civic  Affairs.

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In  the  early  generations  in  America  some  of  the  members  of  the  Gulick 
family  changed  the  spelling  to  Hulick. 

It  is  said  this  was  partly  for  the  reason  that  the  Old  Dutch  pronunciation 
of  Gulick  was  similar  to  the  English  pronunciation  of  Hulick. 

The  Old  Dutch  custom  was  to  name  the  first  boy  and  girl  for  the  parents 
of  the  father  and  the  second  boy  and  girl  for  the  parents  of  the  mother.  This  in 
time,  resulted  in  many  like  names  where  there  were  several  Gulick  families  in 
the  community.  There  was  confusion  in  mail  and  in  other  ways,  so  some,  for 
this  reason,  changed  the  spelling.  It  would  seem  that  a  change  of  the  given 
name  instead  of  the  family  name  would  have  sufficed  equally  well,  but  they 
elected  to  change  the  family  name. 

In  going  through  the  Gulick  section  you  will  find  several  instances  in 
families  where  some  of  the  sons  changed  to  the  Hulick  spelling,  while  the  other 
children  continued  to  use  the  Gulick  spelling  of  their  parents. 

Where  the  connection  is  known  they  are  included  in  the  Gulick  section. 

The  Hulicks  listed  in  this  section  were  from  New  Jersey  and  are 
undoubtedly  descendents  of  Gulicks  who  changed  to  the  Hulick  spelling. 

John  Hulick,  5-E-2001,  the  first  name  in  this  section,  moved  to  Ohio 
between  1810  and  1814  and  settled  near  Batavia.  Several  members  of  the 
family  together  bought  1000  acres  near  Batavia  for  $2.50  per  acre  and  farmed 
it. 

One  record  that  I  used  indicated  that  John,  5-E-2001,  was  Johnness, 
5-E-27  (who  was  baptized  Nov.  3,  1754)  a  son  of  Jacob,  but  this  does  not  appear 
to  be  correct. 

John  Hulick  was  born  Oct.  12,  1754  and  could  have  been  baptized  Nov.  3, 
1754,  but  the  records  indicate  he  married  Mary  Lott  and  they  had  eleven  children 
and  they  went  to  Batavia,  Ohio. 

Johannes  (John),  married  Ann  Van  Arsdale  and  they  had  six  children, 
some  names  different  from  John  Hulickfs  children. 

Johannes  went  from  N.  J.  to  New  York  and  settled  between  Cayuga  and 
Seneca  Lakes. 

From  the  records  it  does  seem  that  Johannes  Gulick  and  John  Hulick 
are  different  persons. 

I  believe  the  Jacob  Gulick,  John  Hulick  connection  should  be  questioned. 
No  doubt  there  is  a  connecting  link  between  the  Gulick  line  and  this  family  of 
Hulicks  and  that  sometime  it  will  be  established  but  I  do  not  feel  it  is  in  the 
records  I  now  have.
